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Oregon State University 


Oregon State University is the oldest and largest stote-supported 
institution of higher learning in Oregon. It is now in its 97th yeor 
with @ record enrollment of approximately 11,000. This is 1000 more 
than a yeor ago ond 2000 more then 1963. OSU is one of the ng- 
tion's Land-Grant Colleges, storted by the Morrill Act of 1862 to make 
educational opportunities ovailoble to all Americans who have the 
will and ability to learn 


OSU schools of study, in order of student enrollment, include 
Sciences, Engineering, Education, Business and Technology, Humanities 
and Social Sciences, Agriculture, Home Economics, Pharmacy and For- 
estry, Eighty seporate departments are included in the nine schools. 

The number of students working for advanced degrees — mosters 
and doctors degrees—has doubled in the pest 10 yeors. Today, about 
1} percent of the students ct Oregon State cre in the Graduate School. 
National reports of two yeors ago showed thet OSU ranked 7th in the 
West and 41st in the U.S. in the number of doctors degrees awarded 
during each of the past five yeors. 


Nearly 100 mejor buildings are located on the 400-ocre main Ore- 
gon State University campus. Approximately 4,000 acres adjoining the 
main compus ore owned and used by the University for research and 
instruction, and 24,000 ocres more ore utilized by Branch Experiment 
Stotions for research. The School of Forestry owns ond administers 
14,300 acres of forest land within seven miles of the compus for in- 
structional and research purposes. 

Value of the Oregon State University plant is estimated ot ap- 
proximately $60,000,000 — compared with about $8,000,000 thirty 
years ogo. 

Oregon State University is notionally-known for mony of its major 
speciolized fields. OSU was one of the first colleges to establish work 
in Food Science; its departments of Fish and Game Management and 
Forest Engineering ore unique and highly regarded; all of the schools 
ond departments are fully accredited. 

Students frome every county in Oregon, 47 states and 63 other 
countries are attending Oregon State this yeor. 

OSU is o part of o world-wide system of seismograph stations re- 
porting and studying earthquakes. 

Oregon State University has become one of the foremost ocean 
research centers in America. Its oceanography teoching progrom is the 
fourth lorges? in the nation. OSU has its own “navy” too. At least that 
is what the students call the university's $300,000 ocean research ves- 
sel, “Yaquina.” 1 operates out of Newport. 

OSU has the only nuclear reactor in Oregon, a $165,000 gift from 
tthe Atomic Energy Commission. It is used to train students in physics, 
chemistry, cremical engineering, mechanical engineering, and other 
technical fields for careers in nuclear science. 

OSU hos the only cyclotron in the State of Oregon. It wos built 
by OSU scientists. A gigantic electronic computer is now under con- 
struction by the Departments of Mathematics ond Electrical Engineering. 
It will be capable of solving the most complex research problems [aid- 
ed, of course, by the highly trained scientists in the two departments). 

Oregon State is one of the only 34 institutions in the country thot 
offers ROTC work in all branches of the military services — army, novy, 
air force and marine corps. ROTC training is voluntary. 

Oregon Stcte University is the West's top center for science-math- 
emotics teacher institutes sponsored by the Notional Science Founda- 
tion, It was one of the first 16 U. S. universities selected to give 
the teacher training 
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OSU operates on a =year-round’ school bosis. During the sum- 
mer, 12 weeks of classes ore offered for those who want to attend, 
mcking possible for students to earn o full term's credit, and to 
graduate in three full years rather than the four school years if 
they choose. 


Only 16 schools in the nation prepare students for jobs as pro- 
fessional meteorologists. OSU is one of them 


The Natural History collection in the Netural History building 
contcins 34,000 specimens of terrestricl vertebrates ond neorly 800 
mounts of birds and mammals. The Herbarium in Cordley Holl con- 
toins about 152,000 nomed specimens of seed plents, ferns, mosses. 
algea and fungi. The Entomologicel Collection in Cordley Hall hes 
ebout 275,000 specimens. More thon 2,400 mineral specimens are 
included in the Geologiccl Collection housed in Education Hell. The 
William Henry Price memorial collection in the Memorial Union con- 
tains 53 pointings 


GENERAL OUTLOOK 


Oregon Stote will have a good footboll team in 1965, one 
that in overall strength might even be comperable to the 1964 
Beover squad that went all the way to the Rose Bowl. 


But to predict another 8-2 secson for the Corvallis contingent 
would be sheer folly, if you stop to consider what type of a 
schedule the beavers face in their first season under new head 
coach Dee Andros. 


In order, they must face Illinois, lowe, USC, Northwestern, 
Idaho, Utah, WSU, Syracuse, Washington and Oregon, and on 
only two Saturdays all fall will the men of Andros be playing on 
their home field of Parker Stadium. 


_ Under thet ordeal, most people close to the scene feel that 
if they con win just half their games, it indeed will be a coaching 
masterpiece and phenomenal effort on the part of the squad. 


Dee Andros has a lot of confidence in this 1965 squad, how- 
ever. He watched them work hard in spring proctice and he knows 
it will be a spirited club. It will be a club with a polished 
quarterback in Paul Brothers and with one of the best defensive 
linebockers in America in Jock (Mad-Dog) O'Billovich. Any teom 
that beats Oregon Stote will know it has been in a boll game. 


OSU lost heavily through graduation, particularly in the offen- 
sive line. Much of the defensive plotoon returns, however, headed 
by Mad-Dog, the ringleoder, The starting backfield of Brothers, 
Halfback Cliff Watkins, Wingback Bobby Grim and Pete Pifer looks 
formideable enough, but it's true the Beavers haven't much bock- 
field depth. 


Defensively, OSU is sure to be tough—aot least, up front. 
There's plenty of experience, and some good size, too. 


The Beavers ore sure to be well-coached, ready to play and 
strong enough to give any opponent a ball game on any Saturday.

THE COACHES 


DEE ANDROS, Head Coach 

Born in Oklchome City, Oklahoma, on October 17, 1924. 
Attended Central High there, graduating in 1942. Went directly 
into the Marine Corps for servic> in World Wor II. Won Bronze 
Stor for valor ot battle of Iwo Jima. Was discharged in February 
of 1946 and enrolled at University of Oklahoma in Norman. Fresh- 
man year played varsity football under lote Jim Tatum and went 
to the Gator Bowl, beating North Carolina Stote. Next three years 
played under Bud Wilkinson, and twice went to the Sugar Bowl. 
The Sooners beot North Carolina in 1949 and Louisiana State in 
1950, Among his teammotes were Darrell Royal [Texas], Jim Owens 
{Washington}, Jack Mitchell (Kansas) and Bert Clerk (Wash. Stote}. 
Groduated from Oklahoma in 1950 and was assistant on Oklo- 
homa staff in 1950-51-52. Line cooch at Kansas in 1953. Went to 
Texas Tech in 1954 and 1955, and team went to Sun Bowl. Moved 
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to Nebraska as assistant to Pete Elliott in 1956. Also was at Cali- 
fornia with Elliott in 1957-58-59, team going to Rose Bowl on 
January 1, 1959. When Elliott became head cocch at Illinois in 
1960, Andros joined him there ond was at Champcign in 1960 
ond 1961. Andros became head coech at Idcho in 1962 and 
served three years before toking the head job at Oregon State. 
In 1963, the Vandals posted o 5-4 season for their first winning 
campaign since 1938 when they were 6-3. They also beat Wash- 
ington State in 1964 for first time in 10 years and only the third 
time over o 32-year span. Idaho, in 1964, almost upended Rose 
Bowl-bound Oregon State, losing out to the Beavers, 10-7. Vandals 
narrowly lost to Oregon (14-8} and to lowa {35-25}. Andros is 
morried, and he and his wife Luella have one daughter, Jeanna, 
oged 7. 


SAM BOGHOSIAN, Assistant 

Born in Fresno, Colifornia, on December 22, 1931, Attended 
Fresno High School, and was all-Northern California guard. Also 
all-Valley in baseball. Played ot UCLA in 1951-52-53-54, ond was 
storter on national champions of 1954. All-Coast, Scholastic All- 
American, 1954. Played in 1954 Rose Bowl game and also in the 
Shrine East-West game. Joined UCLA coaching staff, handling 
freshmen in 1955, the junior varsity in 1956 ond was an assistant 
with varsity from 1957 through 1964. Married to former Judith 
(Judy} Lorraine Busch and they have two childdren, John James, 
4 years, and Jodi Kathleen, one year. 


GENE FELKER, Assistant 


Born in Milwaukee, Wisconsin on March 4, 1929. Attended 
North Division High School and performed in football, basketball 
ond track. Was all-state and all-city in football. Was offensive 
ond defensive end at University of Wisconsin, 1948 through 1951. 
Selected on All-Big 10 and All-Midwest team, played in both the 
East-West Shrine game and Hula Bowl. Played with Dallas Texans 
in 1952, and was in Army in 1953 ond 1954. Line coach at Drake 
1955-1958, and on assistant ot Arizona State from 1959 to 1964. 
Married to the former Georgene Reigner, and they have one daugh- 
ter, Marla Jeon, aged 10. 


JOHN EASTERBROOK, Assistant 

Born in Champaign, Illinois, on July 17, 1939. Pleyed foot- 
ball, basketball and golf at Champaign High School, winning hon- 
ers os all-state in basketball and most volucble senior othlete. 
Played at University of Illinois, as quarterback, in 1958-59-60. Most 
Veluable back in 1958, won Earl Blaik Scholor-Athlete oword, 
most voluable player in Copper Bowl, 1960. On Illinois staff in 
1961, and moved to Idaho with Dee Andros for 1962-63-64 sea- 
sons. Coached backfield. Married to former Cynthia (Cindy) Coogan, 
ex-lllini cheerleader, and they hove two children, John, Jr., 4. 
and Ann, 2.

SLATS GILL — Athletic Director 


One of the most successful and respected athletic personalities in 
America is now starting his second year as Athletic Director at 
Oregon State University. 

He's Slots Gill, who resigned as basketball coach at OSU after 
26 seasons to become head of Oregon State's athletic progrom that 
hos grown so steadily. Gill replaced well-known Spec Keene, who 
retired July 1, 1964. Keene had been Beaver athletic boss since 
1947. 

It was notural that o mon of Gill's stoture would step into the 
shoes filled so ably by Keene. Slots was on oll-American bosket- 
ball player at OSU in 1924 and his roots to the school have been 
extrem2ly close ever since. And in that time, he helped elevate 
Oregon Stote into the role os a national basketball power. 

Under Gill's tutelage, OSU won northern division hoop crowns in 
1933, 1935, 1940, 1942, 1947, 1949, 1954 and 1955, and tied for 
the top spot in 1948. The Becvers swept outright Pacific Coast con- 
terence titles in 1933, 1947, 1949 and 1955, and tied with Colifor- 
nia in 1958. Oregon State was 4th in the NCAA in both 1949 ond 
1963, and tied for 5th in 1947, 1955 and 1962. 

Eight ployers won all-America recognition under Gill, including 
Buck Grayson, Ed Lewis, Wally Palmberg, John Mandic, Lew Beck, 
Red Rocha, Cliff Crandall, Swede Holbrook, Deve Gambee, Lee 
Harman, ond Mel Counts. Beck was captain of the U.S. Olympic 
team in 1948 and Counts made the squad this year. 

Gill's teoms never lost a game in winning eight consecutive For 
West Classic championships. They swept the Chancellor's trophy 
from Oregon 11 out of 12 years. Slots is past president of 
the Notional Basketball Coaches Association and a member of the 
Helms Foundetion Hall of Fame.

Oregon Forest Facts 


The State of Oregon ranks No. 1 in the United States in standing 
timber and production of lumber, plywood and particle boord. It 
hos over 21 per cent of the nation’s commercial timber volume. It 
produces 22 per cent of the nation’s lumber ond 55 per cent of its 


plywood. 


Almost half of Oregon's 62 million acres are in forests (30 mil- 
lion acres). Of these, 26 million acres are classified as commercial 
forest land. The federal government controls about 15 million acres 
of the commercial forest land, the stote and counties about 1 mil- 
lion acres and 10 million acres are held by some 36,000 private 
owners. The gross state forest product is valued in excess of $1.3 
billion per yeor. 


The forest industry employs about 75,000 full time workers 
each year. In 1964, they earned about $425 million. On addition, 
several thousand non-manufacturing workers derive their income 
directly or indirectly from the forest resources. Overall, forests ac- 
count for almost 60 per cent of Oregon's economy. 


in Benton County, where Oregon Stote University is located, 35 
per cent of the total number of industrial persons employed derive 
their living from wood products. In Benton County, nearly 30 per 
cent of all income comes from forestry.

Statistical Data On Corvallis, Oregon 


Historically, Corvollis—first named Marysville—was settled in 
1845, the name changed to Corvallis in 1853 and the city chartered 
by the legislature in 1857. Benton County was created by an act 
of the Territorial Legislature on December 23, 1847 and named for 
Sen. Thomas Benton of Missouri, who was long an advocate for 
the development of the Oregon Territory. The name Corvallis is 
said to have been a Lotin compound intended to mean “heart of 
the valley.” 


LOCATION: Corvallis, the county sect, is located ot the inter- 
section of U.S. Highway 99-W ond 20 on the Willamette River, 85 
miles south of Portland ond 55 east of the Pacific Ocean in one of 
the nation’s most productive valleys. 


ALTITUDE: 241 feet above sea level. 


CLIMATE: Average annual temperature—52.4; average annual 
rainfall—39.04" {less than Miami, Chicago, or New York}; average 
onnual snowfall—5.99"; growing season 195 days. Corvallis has 
mild, subcoastal type weather with moist, open winters and dry, 
worm summers. Electrical storms, hail, high winds and other 
phenomenons of nature seldom experienced. 


ASSESSED VALUATION: Corvallis—$28,514,959; Benton County 
—$53,775,479; Corvallis school district—$39,765,628, Assessments 
based on 25% of true value. 


Statistical Data On Oregon State University 


Historically, OSU was first known as Corvallis Academy when 
it opened ot Fifth and Madison in 1856. Loter it wos colled Cor- 
vallis College, and in 1868 became a federal land grant institution. 
Oldest building on campus is Benton Hall, completed in 1889 for 
$20,000 from donations by the residents of Benton County. Present 
location of Extension Holl was the site as far back as 1851 for a 
university which wos started but not completed, to serve the entire 
Oregon Territory from California to Canada.
